The tignt was one! and deadly, 
rounds of partridges were tired 
band of sixty-five guards and seven of 
the charging mob of strikers fell dead, 
while at least forty others were wound­ 
ed—how badly cannot be definitely 
learned, as they were taken aw ay by 
th eir companions. 
Word was received later th a t tw o 
more men concerned in the riot had 
died in a striker s house near the More- 
wood works, w here they had been 
dragged by their fellow rioters. 
T heir 
nam es could not be learned, but it is 
know n th at one is an English-speaking 
foreigner and probably the only one in­ 
jured who was a citizen. 
These two 
deaths m ake nine in all th at are known 
as the result of the firing of tho guards, 
but there is no doubt others arc either 
dead or in a critical condition, as the 
guards had orders to fire to kill and 
Evidently did so. 
The attack en the Morewood plant 
was well planned and conceived and 
headed by men determ ined evidently to 
intim idate the men w orking there once 
for nil. 
At 2 o’clock sm all bodies 
of 
strikers 
began 
to 
gather on 
the hills. 
As usual during a raid, 
they 
were 
armed 
w ith 
revolvers 
stones, iron bars and every conceivable 
weapon obtainable. 
Headed by their 
drum corps they marched first to the 
Standard works, w here they deliberate­ 
ly destroyed both telephone and tele­ 
graph wires, so th at word of their com­ 
ing could not be sent to Morewood. 
While at tho Standard works they in­ 
cidentally destroyed anything movablo 
they m ight find.

five guards had been placed, w ith or­ 
ders to fire if necessary. 
Some tim e after 2 o’clock a. rn. the 
guards at Morewood heard from the 
Standard w orks th at a raid was immi­ 
nent. 
The w arning reached the More­ 
wood plant none too soon. 
As the 
noisy band of strikers, now num ljcring 
fully 1,200 men, approached th a t plant 
their

ceased, their drum 
corps 
was 
silenced and the ugly 
crowd 
gathered 
in

before attacking a plant they knew to 
be well guarded by determ ined men. 
There was a hesitancy, but the fact 
th at they were tw enty to one strong 
encouraged the strikers and they quiet­ 
ly separated, one large detachm ent ad­ 
vancing on the works by the main road, 
while the others scattered over the 
brows of the hill, and) shortly after 3 
o’clock, at a given signal, all moved 
down on the works. 
The night was of inky blackness but 
the guards were apprised of the move­ 
m ents of the attacking party by con­ 
fused m utterings in a foreign tongue 
or subdued 
orders 
from the lead­ 
ers.

Loar 
tho 
sixty-five 
guards 
stood 
quietly in

Suddenly a break was made by 
the advancing mob tow ard the fences 
of the company. 
A stern order to halt 
was given, but the only attention it re­ 
ceived was the firing of three shots by 
m em bers of the mob. 
A fter the shots

strikers 
they 
turned and w ent tow ard the stables 
of the company w ith a dash.

guards were ordered to follow and the 
command again given the strikers to 
halt. 
They only retreated further 
down the road and answ ered the order 
w ith yells and threats. 
Again was the 
command given and again came the 
m ocking answer, and the order to fire 
was given by Capt. Loar. 
The volleys from the W inchesters 
were well directed and but a few 
rounds were necessary to drive the 
frightened rioters back to the hill% 
where hundreds of their fellow strikers 
had gathered.

sides continued hardly three minutes.

a terrible effect on

mass of strikers, while the latter made 
an attem pt to return the fire w ith w hat 
few weapons they possessed, but w ith­ 
out effect. 
The dead were left lying in 
the road, while the wounded, estim ated 
a t between forty and fifty, were either 
assisted or bodily carried away into the 
hills by their fellows. 
All the men 
killed bear foreign 
names, and it was a fact th at not one 
of them was a naturalized citizen of 
this country. 
The Slavs and £Hunga- 
rians were alm ost fearless the deputies 
say. 
Not one was struck in the back, 
but all bore m arks of bullets in the 
face, indicating th at they died fighting 
w ith w hat poor weapons they possessed. 
Thousands of strikers and their friends 
poured into this place from all over the 
region to have a look at the dead and 
perhaps hear w hat the living have to 
say. 
All day the entire coke region* hare 
presented scenes of the w ildest excite­ 
ment. 
T he foreign elem ent especially 
has been driven frantic by this woeful 
result to their anticipated victorioui 
paid on the Fricke w orks at Morewood- 
Always turbulent, sullen and ready for 
desperate measures, they are not on* 
w hit cowed by the death of several 
of their num ber, while 
they 
have 
sedulously concealed in their hom es 
those of their 
num ber 
who 
w ere 
wounded, m any no doubt to death. 
A nathem as loud and deep have been 
heard on every side all day. 
Word has 
been sent by secret m eans all over the 
region th at their comrades w ere fired 
on and mowed down w ithout any prov­ 
ocation, and deadly vengeance on each 
and every m em ber of tho 
band of 
sixty-five guards has been sworn to. 
This all comes from the foreign ele­ 
ment. 
Reports from all over the region in­ 
dicate a fearfully dangerous and ex­ 
cited condition of affairs, and the word 
that the military was soon to be on 
guard was received by the law-abiding 


w ith the’ lTveliest evidence of satisfac­ 
tion. 
Labor officials deny the men at More­ 
wood were killed for good causes, and 
w arrants have been issued for the dep­ 
uties on the charge of m urder, and for 
General M anager Lynch, of the Fricke 
company and Superintendent Ramsay, 
of the Morewood plant, charged as ac­ 
cessories before the fact. A large num ­ 
ber of the deputies have already been 
arrested,* and labor leaders say they 
w ill not rest until all are taken care of. 
The officers had 
a great deal of 
trouble in finding a justice of the peace 
who was w illing to issue w arrants for 
the arrest of the deputies. 
M aster 
W orkman P eter W. Wise had the w ar­ 
rants issued,

[On Wednesday evening. February 27. IMH, 
Herman Umberger. aged 71, a wealthy farmer 
living on the Johnstown pike, about 2 mild* 
from Jennertowru was shot and Instantly killed 
and robbed of about 116.000 by two men. Joseph 
Nicely, aged 37. and David Nicely, aged 25, both 
men of families, sons of well-to do parents, 
and living about 15 miles from the tragedy, 
were arrested, tried and found guilty of th* 
murder. 
The evidence was sensational and 
the testimony very contradictory.

QI* the Chicago, Milwaukee & Bt. Paul 
bridge at the upper dam in danger? 
That is the question that is bothering 
the officials of the road, and steps are 
being taken to make it safe. A pile 
driver and train came down from Water­ 
town this morning, in charge of Priee 
Evans, to drive piles on the north side 
of the bridge in hopes of relieving the 
pressure of the water. 
The bridge rooks to and fro to a dan­ 
gerous degree under the powerful sweep 
i of 
the tix d . The greatest danger is 
J near the east end cf the bridge where the 
I pi'es are but fifty feet from the dam. 
The water is coming over the dam in 
great volumes, and dashes against the 
piling and cress braces of the bridge 
with great force. 
Half way op the pile* 
is 
a coating of ice caused by the 
the 
fretzmg 
of 
the 
spray. 
The bridge is about ten feet above the 
level of the river, but at the north 
sides the piles are icy and wet to within 
a few feet of the top. As yet there has 
been no settling of the timbers aud no 
warping of the bridge. 
A oar load of piles forty feet in length 
ware sent in with the driver to-day, and 
it is expected that when these are driven 
tho strain will be greatly relieved. There 
is a chance for a great deal of trouble for 
the workmen ahead, however. The force 
with which the thousands of tons of 
water tumble on the dam is inoalcuable. 
The engineer in charge cf the work says 
that there is considerable danger cf the 
water overturning the pile driver when 
the forty foot pile is lowered into the 
water. 
The under tow is very powerful 
and will exert a mighty power on the 
pile when lowered. 
The water, while it lacks a good deal of 
reaching the high crater mark, is slowly 
creeping up. It is now three feet higher 
thin it was at the time the bridge was 
built, and the ends of all the braces are 
under water. The Fourth street bridge 
is but about five feet above the level,anc. 
Thoronghgood’s docks are but a foot or 
so above the surface. The bottom of the 
spur bridge built by the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee & St. Fan! Company as an ex- 
tention of Ford & Meyer’s sidetrack, is on 
a level with the water, while oat eight­ 
een inches of the pier at the west ecd of 
the dam is visible. The east side pier be­ 
ing higher is two feet above the level of 
the river. The piling that serve? as an ice 
breek above the iron railroad bridge is 
nearly all submerged onl» the blackened 
tops of three piles can bs seen. 
Toe boat houses on the west bank are 
all half under water, and "Goose Island” 
is but a foot above water. 
At four o’cl >ck but one pile had been 
driven. Tost one ^a? easily handled, 
but the men have the worst pail of the 
work yet to do os the first pile was driv­ 
en close to the shore where the pressnre 
was not a? great as it is farther ont.
